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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because: Figure 9 on page 4 of the drawings is objected to. 
The shading of Figure 9 is pale and the drawing itself is unclear. 37 CFR 1.84(m) 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Objections 

Claims 4 and 8 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependant claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the merits. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3 and 5-7 are allowed. The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably 
suggest an apparatus or method for generating a wavelength-tunable short pulse generating a 
third harmonic of the wavelength tunable ultra short pulsed light by a third-order nonlinear 
optical effect in addition/combination to the accompanying features including an ultra short 
optical pulse source, an optical-property regulator for regulating the output properties of the 
source output and an optical fiber receiving the output from the regulator, the optical fiber 
generating a wavelength-tunable ultra-short pulsed light by a nonlinear effect through the soliton 
effect and Raman scattering. 

A close prior art of record is U.S. Patent 6,813,429 to Price et al. Price et al teaches an 
ultra short pulse laser passing through an amplification system that could be interpreted as the 
claimed optical-property regulator. Price et al further teaches an optical fiber receiving the 
outputted laser pulse, where the received laser pulse is affected by the soliton effect and Raman 
scattering to generate a wavelength-tunable ultra-short pulsed light. But Price et al fails to teach 
or suggest the system to generate a third harmonic of the wavelength tunable pulsed light by a 
third order nonlinear optical effect. Although Price briefly mentions a second harmonic, the 
second harmonic Price et al mentions is not a harmonic generated by the system but a harmonic 
of the pulse within the optical source. 

Therefore, claims 1-3 and 5-7 are allowed.
